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Special school 
Inflation study ordered 
programs cover 
wide interests 
as big steel prices hiked

The nuts and bolts aspect of education 
is no better illustrated than in the 
reports on school programs begun Thurs­ 
day and continued today. Most of the 
programs highlighted in the two Record 
segments are simple programs, but to 
the students and teachers, who were in­ 
volved, they had special and lasting 
significance. 
One of the m ore glam our-type 
programs is the radio broadcasting 
program at Cabrilio High School. 
ROC — Radio Of Cabrilio — aired its 
first broadcast in December 1973, broad­ 
casting on the assigned FM frequency of 
91 0. At the outset, 10 student broad­ 
casters, all with current FCC third class 
licenses with broadcast endorsements, 
were on the air Monday through Friday 
from 2.30 to 5:30 p.m. 
In the intervening years, the student 
staff has grown to 20 and the broadcast 
time has been extended to 8:30 p.m., on 
the sam e Monday-Friday schedule. 
The program is part of the school’s 
media systems, originally developed by 
science teacher Newman Whitmire. 
Initial expenses for the radio station 
came from the Cabrilio Student As­ 
sembly. The assembly also pledged to 
pay the ongoing expenses over the life of 
a three-year contract. 
After that it was touch and go with 
help coming from a variety of sources. 
“ Much of the equipment in the campus 
studio is either donated, loaned, or simp­ 
ly scrounged,” Whitmire wrote recently. 
“ Of the station’s three tape recorders, 
one is on loan from a faculty member; 
another, a casse tte recorder, was 
donated; a third, a frequently out-of- 
opera ting-order reel-to-reel, built into 
the patch panel, was salvaged from 
materials, discarded by the district.”

Whitmire’s words: 
“ Students 
enroll in the one-semester beginning 
radio broadcasting class in which they 
learn the fundamentals required to pass 
the FCC third class license exam .” The

PLAINS. Ga (UPI) — After a holiday 
rest. President-elect Jimmy Carter is 
returning to the task of fashioning a 
Cabinet and selecting top-level appoin­ 
tees for his administration. 
Carter and his family spent a quiet 
Thanksgiving holiday, dining on roast 
turkey and com bread dressing, but 
stayed out of the limelight while the 
town of Plains was overtaken by crowds 
of tourists hoping to catch a glimpse of 
the president-elect. 
Carter, who has said his Cabinet 
choices will be based on a very 
"deliberate and careful” process, is ex­ 
pected to call a number of potential ap­ 
pointees to Plains for interviews in the 
coming weeks 
During the campaign, the President­ 
elect promised a “ broad-based” 
ad­ 
ministration including women, blacks 
and minorities in the top-level jobs, 
more so than in the past. 
From the look of his transition staff, 
Carter's administration will be heavily 
laced with Georgians. 
It is known already Carter will appoint 
his Atlanta banker friend Bert Lance to 
the Cabinet or a Cabinet-level position. 
Sources said Lance will probably be 
named director of the Office of Manage­ 
ment and Budget. 
Others from his native state expected 
to land key positions are: Hamilton 
Jordan, his campaign manager, current­ 
ly director of the personnel advisory 
group; Jack Watson, an Atlanta attorney 
who is coordinator of the transition staf- 
f; Barbara Blum of Atlanta, deputy to 
Watson. Benjamin Brown of Atlanta, 
black state representative, another 
transition deputy; Peter G. Bourne, 
former director of the Georgia Narcotics 
Treatment Program; Landon Butler of 
Atlanta and Phil Wise of Plains, both of 
whom are on the transition team. 
Carter bas been secluded at his home 
since he arrived Tuesday evening from 
Washington, where he conferred with 
President Ford, his Cabinet members, 
and congressional leaders 
To keep from dipping too heavily into 
his $2 million in transition funds, Carter 
has moved his staff offices from the Best 
Westetn Motel in Americus to the 
Federal Building about a half mile away 
in the downtown area. 
The offices were loaned by the General 
Services Administration to Carter at no 
charge. 
Plains will be Carter s work place for 
most of the time until the inauguration, 
but he will be traveling to Washington 
about every two weeks for further talks.

. In a word, the future for ROC looks 
“ bright.” 
Administrators at Fillmore School dis­ 
covered that the assistance of three 
teacher specialists helped the school 
staff to absorb new teaching techniques 
rapidly. New methods and materials 
were introduced by Winnifred Davison, 
Miller-Unruh reading specialist ; and two 
Title 1 teacher specialists, Pam ela 
Duke, m ath; and Lois Thompson, 
reading. 
The followup to their work “ included 
planning for and implementing the use of 
effective math, reading and language 
development centers ” 
An innovative program at Maple High 
School, entitled “ Big Check Workshop,” 
gave the students a taste of what it would 
be like to fend for themselves in the real 
world. Each student was given a new 
identity, one chosen by lot; and each stu­ 
dent began the class as a young adult 
who was either single, married, living 
alone or with another person, with or 
without children, working or not work- 


ing 
, 
The social and economic aspects of 
their respective lives were then worked 
out. 
One of the high points of Lompoc Adult 
School curriculum is the Development 
Reading program led by teacher Robert 
Rich. Put simply, the program is for 
adults, 18 years and older, who need help 
in reading and writing English 
If that sounds incongruent in this 
enlightened world, note that the annual 
enrollment in the development courses 
has increased by 328 per cent since the 
inception of the program in the fall of 
1968. 
There is also a marked increase in the 
number of the students who are going on 
in the program to the second and third 
level in their mastery of English 
Paul Conner, principal of Clarence 
Ruth School, says his experience with a 
law-making and enforcing student coun­ 
cil has proved rewarding. “ All of this is 
based on the theory that if children can 
be encouraged to formulate rules, or 
laws, that they feel are necessary to 
govern their lives, they will be more apt 
to understand the purpose and need for 
law and government...” 
It would take volumes, literally, to 
adequately describe the district’s in­ 
volvement in the state s special educa­ 
tion program, that began in 1975. 
Basically it involves bringing the best 
education possible to every student 
regardless of the ability of the student. 
One of the keys, although there are 
many other highlights, is the new 
“ resource 
specialist” 
program. 
The 
specialist is a full-time educator, who 
fills in the gaps that formerly existed in 
the education of children with excep­ 
tional needs.

PITTSBURGH (UPI) - Three big 
steel manufacturers today announced 
they were raising the cost of sheet steel 
by six per cent, putting the latest round 
of steel price increases into full swing. 
The Council on Wage and P rice 
Stability has ordered an immediate in­ 
flationary impact study of the newest in-

Jones and Laufdilin Steel Corp. and 
National Steel Corp. said Wednesday 
they would raise p rices effective 
W ednesday 
Almost simultaneously, Armco Steel 
Corp., Wheeling-Pittsburgh Steel Corp., 
and Youngstown Sheet & Tube an­ 
nounced similar increases today. 
All five companies are among the top 
10 steel producers in the United States. 
There was no indication whether the 
United States Steel Corp., or Bethlehem 
Steel Corp., the first and second largest 
producers respectively, would follow 
suit. 
Sheet steel is used by the automotive, 
construction and appliance industries. 
The increases served to recoup for a 
decision made by the industry in August 
to bow to pressure and rollback an an­ 
nounced 4.5 per cent increase in the price 
of flat rolled steel. 
Most steel firms raised sheet steel 
prices six per cent in April. So, if the 
latest increases hold, prices will have 
risen 12 per cent in 1976. 
A G Scott, a Wheeling-Pittsburgh vice 
president, cited “ continuing cost in­ 
creases and inadequate profit margins 
in announcing the firm 's increases. 
“ These new price schedules can be ful­ 
ly justified and the steel market is strong 
enough to accept them,” he said 
Scott took issue with a statement made 
Wednesday by William Lilley III, acting 
director of the Council on Wage and 
Price Stability, that the demand for steel 
products is not strong enough to sustain a 
six per cent increase. 
“ The flat rolled market during the past 
three months has been stronger than 
most other steel m arkets,” said Scott. 
“ The order volume in flat rolled 
products is approaching the record 
levels of late 1973 and 1974. 
“ The only steel markets that remain 
depressed are those involving capital 
goods expenditures and construction,” 
Scott said. 
The increases will boost Armco s 
revenues from all steel sales by less than 
two per cent, an Armco spokesman said. 
“ These in creases are fully cost 
justified and still leave a significant 
deficit between unrecovered past cost in­ 
creases and current selling prices,” said 
an Armco spokesman. 
A spokesman for Youngstown Sheet & 
Tube said rising labor, energy and 
material costs justified an increase

He was scheduled to meet afterwards 
with Prime Minister Dzemal Bijedic and 
Foreign Minister Milos Minic. 


Ludviger greeted Richardson Thurs­ 
day at Surcin Airport where the 
secretary told reporters he will “ reaf­ 
firm the support of the United States for 
the independence, nonalignment and in­ 
tegrity of Yugoslavia. 


“ The United States values its long, 
friendly and cordial relations with 
Yugoslavia. The celebrations of the 
bicentennial of American independence 
this year highlights one of the many com­ 
mon bonds th at we sh a re w ith 
Yugoslavia — a commitment to in­ 
dependence.”

Four persons were killed in a head-on 
collision on Wash. 97 near Wenatchee, 
Wash Three members of one family died 
in a two-car accident near Buhl in 
northeastern Minnesota. 
Four persons en route to a surprise 
Thanksgiving visit with relatives died in 
the crash of a light plane near John Day, 
Ore.

The Board of Supervisors will 
be asked Monday to take the 
first step toward withdrawing 
from the S o c ia l S e c u rity 
program which has been in ef­ 
fect for county employes since 
1962. 
Administrative Officer R ay­ 
mond D. Johnson submitted a 
recommendation in the form of 
a reso lutio n w hich would 
provide notice of termination to 
“ appropriate agencies." 
Johnson said the total county 
cost of the program for the 
current fiscal year is $1,502,063. 
Johnson told the supervisors 
Nov. 22 he would present them 
with a termination notice in the 
wake of a County Retirement 
Board directive increasing the 
county’s contribution to the 
county retirement system to 
meet impact of inflation. This 
is estimated to cost almost $1 
million in the coming years 
The county administration 
will not be able to pull out of the 
Social Security system until 
two years have lapsed after fil­ 
ing of a notice to terminate. It 
is not clear whether county 
employes could block the final 
termination by a vote, but 
M ich a e l 
K ilg o re , 
g en eral 
manager. County Employes As­ 
sn. has taken the position 
county employes need both the 
county pension plan and Social 
Security payments upon retire­ 
ment. 
Johnson pointed out the initial 
Social Security program in 1962 
for county employes was a 
“ very modest supplemental 
retirement program which cost 
thg employer and employe $150 
each year." 
Now it has expanded to the 
point where it is “ literally a 
full-scale 
retirement 
benefit 
program .” he added, with 
county costs increasing to a 
m ax im u m of $895 05 per 
employe per year. 


Ev o lu tio n of the S o c ia l 
Security program means that 
the county now “ has two retire­ 
ment plans for its non-safety 
member employes,” Johnson 
said. 
County administration took a 
“ close look” during contract

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Oswald 
said to 
be 'kook' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
former senior CIA official said 
today Cuban and Soviet embas­ 
sy officials in Mexico City con­ 
sidered Lee Harvey Oswald a 
“ kook” during a 1963 visit there 
and did not encourage him to 
kill President John F. Kennedy. 
David A. Phillips, a veteran 
of 24 years in the intelligence 
service including four years in 
Mexico, said the CIA was 
aware Oswald contacted Cuban 
and Soviet officials in Mexico 
City more than a month before 
Kennedy was killed in Dallas 
Nov. 22. 1963. 
Phillips, whose duties in Mex­ 
ico City included keeping tabs 
on the Cuban embassy, told UPI 
that “ my conviction based on 
my personal knowledge of 
Oswald’s contacts with Cuban 
and Soviet officials in Mexico 
City before the assassination is 
that they considered him a kook 
and that he returned to Dallas 
alone. 
“ I know of no evidence which 
establishes that Oswald was en­ 
couraged by either embassy to 
kill President Kennedy,” he 
said. “ And I remain convinced 
today that they did not ” 
Of Oswald’s visit to Mexico 
City, Phillips said, “ I have the 
recollection, hazy after 14 
years, that Oswald intimated 
that he had information which 
might be useful to the Soviets 
and Cuba and that he hoped he 
would be provided free tran­ 
sportation to the Soviet Union 
by way of Cuba ” 
The Washington Post today 
said the CIA intercepted and 
recorded an Oswald telephone 
call from the Cuban to the 
Soviet Embassy in Mexico City 
during his visit but only part of 
the transcript was sent to the 
FBI and later to the Warren 
Commission which investigated 
the assassination

TEL AVIV, Israel (UPI) - 
Israel has told the United States 
it will oppose the entry of 
Syrian police or any foreign 
force into southern Lebanon. 
“ It is quite logical we would 
not accept such an idea,” a 
government source said. “ To­ 
day it’s police, tomorrow 
soldiers in police uniforms, 
soldiers the next day and then 
what do we have?" 


Reports on government radio 
and television said Ambassador 
Simcha Dinitz spelled out the 
Israeli position in a meeting 
with Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger in Washington Thurs­ 
day 


Israel would like to see the 
Lebanese army or a local 
paramilitary force become re­ 
sponsible for maintianing order 
in the only section yet unoc­ 
cupied by the Syrian peace­ 
keeping troops, government 
sources said. 
Kissinger said the Syrians 
feel they should move a limited 
force south of the Litani River 
since there is no other way to 
supervise the activity of Pales­ 
tinian guerrillas in the region, 
the radio said. 


“ Israel’s response was total­ 
ly negative,” the report said. 
“ Opposition was declared to 
Syrian presence and terrorist 
activity in the south.” 
Israeli leaders have said the 
government will not tolerate 
the entry of any hostile force 
into a fuzzily defined area south 
of the Litani, which flows more 
or less parallel to the border at 
distances from 18 miles to two 
miles. 
In a speech to a convention of 
American Conservative Jews in 
Jerusalem, Defense Minister 
Shimon Peres said Israel saw 
no need for any foreign force in 
southern Lebanon. 
“ It is not an empty space, 
there are forces ready to defend 
their security and peace," he 
said, apparently referring to 
local militias of Christian and 
Moslem villages. 
“ There is no need for con­ 
quering Syrian forces or 
destructive forces of the Pales­ 
tine Liberation Organization", 
he said. 


SA L ISB U R Y , 
R hodesia 
(UPI) — Security forces 
headquarters said today 33 
persons have died in Rhodesia’s 
guerrilla war in recent days, in­ 
cluding 21 black nationalist in­ 
surgents slain by troops since 
Tuesday. 
A communique said govern­ 
ment troops killed “ a terrorist 
recruit and a (black) local run­ 
ning with terrorists" as well as 
two tribesmen who refused to 
halt when ordered to do so by 
soldiers investigating “ a 
terrorist presence.” 
The communique also said a 
20-year-old soldier was killed in 
action. 
It said “ five more civilians 
have been murdered by ter­ 
rorists” and that one black was 
killed and three others wounded 
when their vehicle detonated a 
guerrilla landmine. 
The com m unique said 
without elaboration that a black 
youth was killed “ as a result of 
tampering with a terrorist ex­ 
plosive device.” 
“Since the communique is­ 
sued on November 23, 21 more 
terrorists have been killed by 
security forces,” it said. 
The slayings brought the 
guerrilla death to toll to 208 
killed in Rhodesia in November 
— more than in all of 1975 prior 
to this month. 
The guerrillas have lost at 
least 1.391 killed this year, 2,104 
sin ce the w ar began in 
D ecem ber. 1972. Security 
forces have suffered 181 killed 
in the war. 
The war has escalated sharp­ 
ly since Sept. 24. when Prime 
Minister Ian Smith accepted 
the principle of black majority 
rule within two years. 


Israel recently beefed up 
troops and armor along the 
Lebanese border in a well 
publicized show of force. 


Military officials say between 
1.200 and 2.000 guerrillas have 
been sent into Rhodesia to wage 
a go-for-broke offensive timed 
to coincide with the Geneva 
conference.

say that for reasons of safety 
the Government of the Soviet

The historic Old College 
Ranch along Refugio Road near 
Santa Ynez. the site of Califor­ 
nia’s first seminary and until 
last February the home of the 
oldest dairy in the Santa Ynez 
Valley, is assuming a new role 
in life. 
Now in operation in a con­ 
verted dairv bam on the ranch 
is the San ta Ynez V alley 
Winery. The winery is owned 
by Boyd Bettencourt and his 
son. Lee, G. Gifford Davidge 
and his son. Bill, and Fred 
Brander. 
Operators of the winery are 
L e e 
B e t t e n c o u r t , 
the 
viticulturist. Bill Davidge the 
cellarmaster, and Brander the 
winemaker 
They are now in the process 
of handling 10 per cent of the 
crop garnered from their 90- 
acre Vina de San ta Ynez 
vineyard operation, with the 
balance of the yield sold under 
co n tract to P aul M asson 
Winery in Saratoga. 
The vineyard, which includes 
p la n t in g s 
o f 
C a b e r n e t 
Sauvignon, R iesling, Pinot 
C h ardon n ay and a sm a ll 
amount of Gewurztrammer is 
comprised of 70 acres on the 
Old College Ranch owned by the 
Bettencourts and Mrs Archie 
Hunt and 20 on the adjoining 
Davidge Indian Ditch Ranch. 
The old milk barn, which was 
constructed in 1941 on the dairy 
which had its start in 1925, is 
now. in simple terms, process­ 
ing wine rather than milk, with 
some of the equipment used in 
the la tte r operation now 
utilized in the winery 
The barn, which, during its 
near quarter of a century of 
operation saw m ore than 
a million cows enter and leave 
its portals for four million milk­ 
ings. has assumed the full ap­ 
pearance of a winery 
The stanchions for the cows 
have been removed and the feed 
mangers have been filled with 
concrete to help provide a 
sturdy base for a trio of 
s t a ip le s s ste e l one tim e 
refrigerated milk tanks Added 
to the array of tanks, which are 
now wine tanks, is a new non 
refrigerated 1,100 gallon unit 
which gives the winery a total 
tank capacity of 2.400 gallons. 
Some varieties of the grapes 
re q u ire 
r e fr ig e r a tio n 
at 
between 50 and 55 degrees 
fermentation process, while 
other types ferm en t non- 
refrigerated at between 75 and 
80 degrees. 
The conversion of the bam 


from milk use to wine making 
also included the installation of 
a new ceiling Planned later is 
the development of the former 
milk room into a bottling 
center, with a smaller, adjoin­ 
ing 
room b e co m in g the 
winery’s laboratory 


Another indication of the 
changeover from the “ dairy 
look of the building to that of a 
winery is the array of neatly 
lined on a trio of tiers, aging 
b a r r e ls of oak c a re fu lly 
s e le c t e d 
fro m 
F r a n c e . 
Yugoslavia and the United 
States Oak from the various 
countries is chosen because 
each imparts a different flavor 
to the wine. Brander noted 
Initial bottling is due about 
February with a small amount 
of the Gewurztraminer variety 
w ith som e red and ro se 
Cabernet to be bottled later in 
1977 
Youthful winemaker Brander 
is a native of Argentina and has 
lived in the U S for 14 years 
and in the Santa Ynez Valley 
the past year and a half. He 
received a B S 
degree in 
chemistry from Harvey Mudd 
College at Claremont and his 
masters in enology from the 
University of California at 
Davis 
While at Claremont he first 
became exposed to the wine 
business and was associated 
with a retailer, importer and 
wholesaler of wine 
He later 
started his own importing of 
French and Argentinian wines. 
While studying at Davis he 
worked for a period for the Dry 
Creek Vineyards at Healdsburg 
in Sonoma County. 
He also owns a comparatively 
new planting of 40 acres of 
grapes along Highway 154 near 
Los Olivos. 
The winemaking process for 
table wines is broken down into 
two basic methods which will 
be utilized by the winery and 
are described by Brander 
For white and rose wines, 
they include harvesting of the 
grapes (the Vina de Santa Ynez 
Vineyard utilized a mechanical 
harvester for the first time this 
year), the grapes are crushed 
and pressed with minimal skin 
contact time with the rose juice 
picking up a slight pink color 
from the skin of the red grape. 
Grape juice is pumped from 
the press to the stainless steel 
refrigerated former milk tank 
for fermentation. The juice is 
inoculated with yeast and 
fermented in tank at 50 to 55 
degrees for an average period 


of two weeks. 
After fermentation, rose wine 
racked from lees (yeast sedi­ 
ment on bottom of tank) and 
transferred to stainless steel 
storage tank Subsequent rack- 
ings result in partially clarified 
wine The white wine racked 
several times as rose but is 
treated in two different ways, 
according to Brander. 
These include storage in 
stainless steel tanks or large 
cooperage for a period of two to 
six months prior to bottling; 
storage in sm all cooperage 
(American and Yugoslavian 
oak barrels of 50-gallon size and 
French oak b a rre ls of 60 
gallpns i for a period of six to 12 
months prior to bottling, and 
rose wine bottled relatively 
early About two to six months 
after fermentation to preserve 
freshness and fruitiness of 
finished wine The white wine is 
bottled early like rose or after 
some barrel aging to provide an 
oak flavor in the wine 
For red wines, the grapes are 
halved and then crushed and 
without p ressin g m ust is 
transferred to fermentation 
tanks so juice is allowed to fer­ 
ment in contact with the skins. 
The grape must is inoculated 
with yeast and fermented in 
tank at 70 to 80 degrees for a 
period of seven to 10 days. After 
fermentation, 
the fermented 
juice is pressed off from the 
skins and transferred to a large 
or small cooperage- 
The red wine is bottled about 
18 to 24 months after fermenta­ 
tion.

Cowboys hold on;

The old magic was gone from the St. 
Louis Cardinals Thursday but it was 
rekindled in O.J. Simpson. 
The Cardinals, who were nicknamed 
“the cardiac kids” because of their 
penchant for pulling out last-minute vic­ 
tories over the past two seasons, fell to 
the Dallas Cowboys. 19-14, when a 59- 
yard drive in the game’s final two 
minutes stalled at the Cowboys’ 8 as Jim 
Hart threw a pair of mcompletions into 
the end zone. 
Simpson, who has watched all season 
as running backs like Walter Payton, 
Greg Pruitt and Lydell Mitchell took 
turns in the spotlight, exploded for a 
single game record of 273 yards and two 
touchdowns against Detroit but it wasn t 
enough to prevent his Buffalo Bills from 
dropping a 27-14 verdict to the Lions. 
It took Simpson 29 carries to get his 
record yardage and it put him over 1,000 
for the fifth season in a row. 


Simpson proved to be the entire Buf­ 
falo offense because quarterback Gary 
Marangi only completed 4 of 21 passes 
for 29 yards and Jeff Kinney supple­ 
mented Simpson with just 21 yards in 
nine carries as the Bills slipped to 2-10.

Rutgers was unable to move it and on the next sequence, with 
Rutgers at the Colgate 46, a bad snap sailed over Moss’ head and 
was recovered by Horan at the Rutgers 16-yard line. But Horan 
again was penalized — for clipping on the play, when he shoved 
Moss as the two raced for the loose ball — and Rutgers got the ball 
back at the Colgate 31. 
A subsequent interception briefly gave the Red Raiders posses­ 
sion. but when Bob Davis intercepted for Rutgers, the Knights 
drove for the winning TD climaxed by the pass to Fisher.

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Mexican peasants set deadline 
on title to thousands of acres 


Mineral production urged to meet energy demands 


CULIACAN, Mexico (U PI) — 
About 20,000 peasants, demand­ 
ing the title to thousands of 
acres of rich farmland, gave 
the government until tonight to 
expropriate it for them. 
“ We re within the law and we 
don’t want an inch of land to be 
handed over to us outside the 
law ." Alfonso Garzon San- 
tibanez, leader of the commu­ 
nist-oriented Independent Pea­ 
sants Central, said Thursday. 
Peasants have long been 
promised agrarian reform as 
part of the revolutionary con­ 
cept that each peasant should 
have the right to a piece of land. 
But pressure has been build­ 
ing for speedier expropriation 
because of the imminent depar­ 
ture from office of President 
Luis Echeverria, who has ar­ 
ticulated the government’s 
agrarian reform program. 
Peasants appear to fear that 
the reforms might b? played 
down when Echeverria’s suc­ 
cessor. Jose Lopez Portillo, 
takes office next Wednesday. 


Garzon told reporters Thurs­ 
day that the 20,000 protesting 
peasants had been split into 45 
groups and “ strategically pla­ 
ced" in the areas that will oc­ 
cupy if their demands are not 
nrtet. 
“ We don’t believe there’ll be 
any violence because there’s no 
provocation,’’ Garzon said. 
The peasants, represented by 
the Independent Peasants Cen­ 
tral and the General Union of 
Workers and Farmers of Mex­ 
ico, claim 195,390 acres are 
liable to expropriation and 
parceling out to communal or 
“ ejido" farmers. 
The farmland, which sur­ 
rounds this city 826 miles 
northwest of Mexico City, is 
located in some of Mexico’s 
prime com- and wheat-growing 
belts. 
By late Thursday there had 
been no word from the govern­ 
ment on what action it will take 
on the demands. 
Earlier this week a reported 
five m illion salaried farm 


workers in U states went on 
strike to protest the govern­ 
ment's expropriation of 215,000 
acres of farmland from 72 
wealthy landowners in neigh­ 
boring Sonora State. 


The land had been turned 
over to 8,837 communal far­ 
mers. who were threatening 
violence. 


In many areas, farmers said 
the strikes w ill last until 
Echeverria’s term ends. 


On Miguel Aleman Boulevard 
— the main street in the in­ 
dustrial city of Ciudad Obregon 
— 150 farm tractors were 
parked in line at the curb, 
decked out with black bows of 
mourning crepe as part of the 
farmers’ protest of the Sonora 
expropriation. 


Light plane crash 
kills 4 in Oregon 


JOHN DAY, Ore. (U P I) - A 
light plane crash killed four 
people on their way to a sur­ 
prise Thanksgiving visit with 
relatives. 


The victims were identified 
as Neil Smith, 23. the pilot; his 
father, Floyd, 50; his mother, 
Dorothy. 44. and cousin, Jill 
Morris. 19. All were from 
Oregon City. 


Their bodies, found Thursday 
in the wreckage of the single­ 
engine Piper Cherokee in Fox 
Valley, were to be returned to 
Oregon City today. 


Owen Dunlap of Drewsey, a 
brother-in-law of the elder 
Smith, said. " I never knew they 
were coming over. They hadn’t 
called.” A spokesman for the 
Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion said Dunlap’s telephone 
number was listed with the dis- 
tination on the flight plan. 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
United States must significant­ 
ly increase production of alumi­ 
num, iron ore and other 
materials just to meet the 
growing demands of energy in­ 
dustries through 1990, accord­ 
ing to a government report. 


America may have to depend 
on imports for some important 
minerals needed to drill oil and 
to build nuclear reactors and 
electric transmission facilities 
at the same time the nation is 
working toward a goal of 


“ energy independence,’’ the 
U.S. Geological Survey warned 
in a report released today. 


It called for a federal com­ 
mitment now to increase 
research needed to boost future 
U.S. mineral resources. 


“ As was evident in the 1973 
oil embargo, political and 
economic changes and mineral 
shortages can occur swiftly,” it 
said. “ Our mineral inventory 
developed and ready for im­ 
mediate extraction is nil in the 
case of some commodities and 


in many cases is not equivalent 
to projected requirements for a 
decade of U.S. consumption. 


“ The United States will not 
become self-sufficient in all 
minerals, but for most minerals 
the nation can become nearly 
self-sufficient through develop­ 
ment of new resources,’’ the 
report said. However, it said 
many years will be needed to 
achieve this. 


Concrete and iron will be 
needed in the largest tonnages 
to supply the needs of energy in- 


dustries in the next 15 years, it 
said Significant production in­ 
creases must be made for 
aluminum, barite, bentonite, 
fluorite, iron ore and tungsten. 


The report said the United 
States has no reserves of 
chromite, cobalt, manganese 
and niobium, and is dependent 
for these commodities on im­ 
ports, supplemented by in­ 
dustry inventories and govern­ 
ment stockpile releases. 


Imports also provide more 
than two-thirds the U.S. supply 


of aluminum (b au x ite), 
fluorite, nickel and tungsten, 
for which the energy demand 
through 1990 will be large, and 
of asbestos and tin, for which 
the demand will be less critical, 
it said.

NEW YORK (U P I) - Mayor 
Abraham Beame has a new 
billion-dollar headache, but the 
atmosphere at City Hall is no 
longer panic but assurance the 
problem can be solved 
Mayor Abraham Beame lun­ 
ches privately today with 
Arthur Richenthal. the lawyer 
for the Flushing National Bank, 
to work on a plan to pay off up 
to $1 billion in city debt by Dec. 
15. 
It was that bank whose suit 
led the state Court of Appeals to 
s trik e down the c i t y ’s 
moratorium on repayment of 
$18 billion in short-term 
municipal bonds 
Under the moratorium, which 
began a year ago. bondholders 
were given the option of either 
waiting three years for repay­ 
ment of the principal or ex­ 
changing their bonds for new 
notes issued by the Municipal 
Assistance Corp . created by 
the state last year to float city 
paper 


The moratorium was a major 
prop in the city’s three-year 
financial recovery plan, and the 
high court's ruling last Friday 
stunned city fiscal experts and 
even forced Beame to cut short 
a Mediterranean vacation 


But the panic at City Hall 
soon subsided to a sense of op­ 
timism now that the worst that 
could have happened has hap­ 
pened — without catastrophe 
Besides, as state Comptroller 


Arthur Levitt noted, the court 
decision has given new strength 
to bonds floated by New York 
City and other municipalities 
because bondholders know they 
must be paid, and paid on time. 
The Beame administration 
has rewived warm overtures 
from U.S. Treasury Secretary 
William Simon, whose self-help 
approach has been chilly in the 
past, and even warmer support 
from 
President-elect Jimmy 
Carter 
But the mayor apparently 
wants to solve this problem 
without federal help, and many 
sources, including MAC of­ 
ficials. have been leaking trial 
balloons to the press on what 
they believe his options are. 
They include a variety of 
plans, ranging from floating 
more MAC paper to legitimate 
moratoriums on several debt 
repayments 
On Wednesday Beame and 
MAC Chairman Felix Rohatyn 
aired some of these ideas to 
municipal union leaders, who 
listened politely and came to no 
conclusions, but demanded — 
and won — the right to have a 
say in whatever plan is for­ 
mulated 
But whatever the plan is. it 
will be worked out by cool 
heads. 
“There’s no sense of 
panic this time,” said one City 
Hall aide in contrasting the 
situation to last fall when the 
city avoided formal default by 
just hours

F la 
(U PI) — A surfer who was at­ 
tacked by a shark about 50 
yards off a public beach 
Thanksgiving Day remained in 
critical condition today follow­ 
ing surgery. 
A six-foot shark slashed the 
arm of 19-year-old Alan Micha­ 
el Brenneka Thursday just as 
he finished riding a wave and 
began paddling into shore Two 
other surfers heard his cries 
and pulled him to the beach 
Beach Patrol Lt 
Spence 
Driver said several other sur­ 
fers saw the shark in the water 
and one was almost bumped off 
his board when the shark turned 
rapidly and swam across a 
sandbar 


John 
McCurdy of Ph ila ­ 
delphia and Mark Schroeder of 
Coral Springs swam to aid 
Brenneka after hearing his 
cries for help They pulled him 
to shore and applied first aid to 
the wound 


“ The only thing that saved 
him was he had a big board.” 
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Driver said “ He was able to 
stay on it after the shark hit 
him.” 
The beach immediately was 
closed 
A Delray Beach Fire Depart­ 
ment paramedic who treated 
Brenneka. of Sunrise. Fla., said 
the bite was about two to three 
inches long above the right 
elbow 
and 
“the wound itself 
showed no teeth marks " 
Bethesda 
Hospital Nursing 
Supervisor Marie Tischart said 
surgery was performed on 
Brenneka to repair the arm in­ 
ternally 
She added that she 
believed the wound was larger 
than three inches though she 
had not seen it Mrs Tischart 
said any comment on why the 
patient s condition was listed as 
critical would have to come 
from the attending physician, 
who was not available for com­ 
ment 
Delray Beach Police Lt. 
William Cochrane was riding in 
a Palm Beach County helicopt­ 
er when the incident was 
reported 
While flying to the 
area. Cochrane said he saw 
“ one shadow in the water, 50 to 
75 yards offshore sometime 
after he was bitten 
He said it 
appeared to be a shark ‘‘about 
six to seven feet long 
A similar attack on a surfer 
occurred last Nov 13 about 100 
miles to the north at Melbour­ 
ne 
A fatal shark attack was con­ 
firmed in September when the 
body of 16-year-old Michael 
Harold Karras J r 
washed 
ashore at Jacksonville Beach 
An autopsy of the body showed 
that Karras had bled to death 
from two large shark bites.

Middleman's margin 
up to hurt farmers 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
middleman’s margin jumped 
nearly 2 per cent last month and 
pushed the farm er’s share of 
the consumer food dollar down 
to its lowest level in nearly six 
years. Agriculture Department 
officials say. 
Marketing spreads — which 
cover both costs and profits in 
processing, handling and retail­ 
ing foods — rose sharply for 
pork, eggs, oilseed products and 
lettuce, officials. The spreads 
were 8.2 per cent higher in Oc­ 
tober than a year earlier, while 
farmer's returns for foods in a 
typical market basket were 14.2 
per cent below a year ago. 
Because the middleman’s 
bite rose w hile fa rm e r’s 
returns dropped, officials said 
the farm share of the consumer 
food dollar slumped again in 
October to 37.6 cents — the 
lowest sjnce January, 1971. 
Last month’s estimate com­ 
pared with a farm share of 38.9 
cents in September and 43.2 
cents in October, 1975. The only 
comforting note for farmers in 
the report was an estimate that 
the prices they have to pay for 
production supplies declined by 
0 5 per cent from September to 
October. 
James Donald, a department 
food economics specialist, said 
the farm share of the food 
dollar for all of 1976 now is ex­ 
pected to average about 39.5 
cents — the first time it has 
been below 40 cents since the 38 
cent average for 1971. 
In 1977. Donald said, the farm 
share of the dollar prohably will 
remain close to this year’s level 
with continuing increases in 
m arketing costs, such as 
processing and supermarket 
labor, offsetting any gains in 


prices of raw farm products. 
Donald said 1977 retail food 
prices are expected to move 
about 3 to 4 per cent above this 
year’s levels — about the same 
as the "moderate” 3 per cent 
increase recorded between 1975 
and 1976. 
The decline in the farm share 
of the food dollar to a little un­ 
der 40 cents this year brings it 
close to the averages recorded 
in most of the past 15 years. 
With the exception of farm 
shares of 46 cents in 1973, 43 
cents in 1974 and 42 cents last 
year, the producer’s portion of 
the retail food dollar has been 
hovering at or a shade under the 
40 cent mark in most recent 
years. It was 40 cents in 1972, 38 
cents in 1971 and 39 cents in 
1970. for example. 
An Agriculture Department 
food marketing spread report 
which included the October 
farm share figures also noted 
marketing margins on pork 
have widened dramatically in 
recent months. 
Between July and October, 
the report showed the farm 
value of one pound of retail 
pork fell 33 per cent to 57.6 
cents a pound. But retail prices 
fell only 12.2 per cent to $1 25 a 
pound because the middleman’s 
margin widened 20.4 per cent to 
67.2 cents a pound 
The $1.25 a pound retail 
average for pork was 21.4 per 
cent below a year earlier, of­ 
ficials noted But the Agricul­ 
ture review showed consumers 
would have gotten a much 
deeper price cut if a 44.6 per 
cent drop in the value of live 
hogs had not been partly 
washed out by a 22 9 per cent in­ 
crease in the farm-to-retail 
spread.

Dead birds 


fall in SLO

Public Service Director 
David Romero said the city had 
not sprayed the trees with any 
chemicals recently. 
“ We have several dead 
pigeons on ice here at the police 
department to be sent out for 
lab tests." Sgt Blackburn said. 


Hawaiian 


waves subside 
HONOLULU (UPI) - The 
furious waves which battered 
the coasts of Oahu and other 
islands in the Hawaiian chain 
have subsided, and shoreline 
roads have been opened to traf­ 
fic.

Teargas wafts

Teargas by a spokesman at the

Army Presidio which 
borders the southern approach 
to the bridge, wafted through 
fog shrouded trees and across 
roadways sending at least four 
persons to hospitals for relief. 
The highway patrol advised 
motorists crossing the bridge to 
keep windows and vents tightly 
closed until the wind moved the 
gas-laden fog out to sea 
Military police, the CHP and 
units from the San Francisco 
Police Department where 
checking the possibility the gas 
was released by vandals about 
11:30 p.m 
Thursday, the 
spokesman said. 
Teargas induces vomiting 
and burning sensations to the 
eyes, nose and throat, but is not 
believed to be permanently 
harmful. 
An Army spokesman said an 
investigation disclosed no leaks 
from teargas storage on the 
Presidio. The gas is stored in 
beer can size cannisters. 50 to a 
case, he said It would require 
release from five or six can­ 
nisters to produce the amount 
of gas in the air. he added

DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with the makers of 
women’s slacks as it seems the creases should be sewn down 
the front as nearly all women I know prefer this and some can­ 
not do the task themselves.

DEAR POLLY — My answer is for A.B. whose no-wax 
kitchen floor has become sticky. We have a floor covering 
store and find this problem is usually caused by not rinsing 
thoroughly. We advise our customers to use a mild cleaner 
and rinse with CLEAN, clear water followed by a final 
rinse with one-fourth cup vinegar in a bucket of water. When 
not properly rinsed off, detergents tend to leave a sticky film 
that dirt adheres to and makes the floor look dull. Do not use 
harsh or abrasive cleaners. Most floor covering stores have 
cleaners recommended for these floors. A daily sweeping or 
I vacuuming is also beneficial and will prolong the life of the 
floor. Mine is five years old and as I have followed this 
procedure from the start it still looks great —M M 
DEAR POLLY - When time is of the essence and I must get 
those windows washed no matter how cold it is outside, I use 
my hair dryer to blow away the steam that forms on the inside 
of the windows while I am polishing them. 
1 If you are wondering where to store those onion bulbs you 
will be digging up this fall, fill old nylon stockings with them 
and hang in the garage or other dry area. —LuTIE.

The North Vietnamese may 
have chased the United States 
out of what is now the unified 
Socialist Republic of Vietnam, 
but they are finding that they 
cannot shoot their way into the 
United Nations. 
For the fifth time since the 
fall of the Saigon government 
in April 1975, the United States 
has vetoed Vietnam’s applica- 
• tion for U N. membership. 
Vietnam is not qualified, said 
U.S. Ambassador William W. 
Scranton, because its failure 
to account for som e 800 
Americans still listed as miss­ 
ing in action shows a lack of a 
“humanitarian” attitude. 
Meanwhile, talks between 
U. S . 
and 
V i e t n a m e s e 
diplomats have resumed, and 
the report is that Hanoi is 
demanding not only American 
approval of its entry into the 
U.N. but some form of repara­ 
tions or reconstruction aid in 
exchange for information 
about the MIAs. 
Actually, the United States 
has already given Vietnam 
about $5 billion worth of aid, 
albeit inadvertently. That, 
says the Pentagon’s final tally, 


is the value of American 
equipment captured from the 
South Vietnamese, making 
Vietnam one of the foremost 
military powers in Asia. 
From other sources come 
reports that Hanoi has begun 
i m p o s i n g 
a 
1 5 - y e a r 
“ punishm ent” 
on 
former 
South Vietnam with the design 
of stripping it of all industry 
and reducing it to total 
dependence on the north. 
Tens of thousands of South 
Vietnamese refugees remain 
homeless and unwanted, the 
forgotten people of this 
decade. Others continue to 
flee. There are horror stories 
of their sampans being shot 
out of the water and passing 
ships ignoring them. 
Compared to what is going 
on in former South Vietnam, 
H a n o i ’s

pales into insignificance. Yet 
were it not for the opposition 
of the United States, and the 
United States alone, this 
brutal r e g i me would be 
welcom ed into the world 
parliament.

regulators, for exam ­ 
ple. for special breaks. 
More often than not, 
the regulatory agen­ 
cies have granted the 
requests 
H ere a re 
some examples that 
we have dug out of 
government files: 
— S e v e r a l c o m ­ 
panies. including such 
giants as Gulf. Shell 
and T e x a c o , have 
asked the Transporta­ 
tion Dept, to waive 
safety 
regulations 
dealing with the ship­ 
ment of hazardous 
substances. 
T hese 
have ranged from flammable gas to 
radioactive materials. Despite the public 
danger, many of these requests have 
been granted 
— The Interior Dept, is supposed to 
protect our shores from offshore oil con­ 
tamination Yet of 1.395 requests for of­ 
fshore drilling waivers from the 10 
largest oil com panies. Interior has 
granted an incredible 1.314. Many of the 
waivers permitted the companies to ig­ 
nore pollution controls. Interior officials 
told us. 
— Mobil tried to get the Interstate 
Commerce Commission to lift the profit 
ceiling quietly on offshore oil pipeline 
operations In this case, the ICC refused 
to deal with Mobil on the QT and directed 
the company to go through regular, open 
channels. 
— Each of the Big Ten oil companies 
has also sought special treatm ent from 
the Federal Trade Commission. They 
have asked the FTC to quash requests for 
their corporate records, which the FTC 
has refused to do.

NUCLEAR FALLOUT: It was the 
responsibility of the Environm ental 
Protection Agency to safeguard the 
public from the recent radioactive 
clouds out of China. 
But the EPA’s warning system broke 
down when the first fallout drifted 
across the United States at the end of 
September. 
The monitors failed to detect the first 
traces of radioactivity after they were 
washed to the ground by heavy rains. 
TTie fallout was discover«! almost by ac­ 
cident when workers at the Peach Bot­ 
tom. Pa . nuclear reactor picked up 
radiation on their wet feet. 
The EPA knew that cows can eat wet, 
contaminated grass. Thus, there was 
danger that the radioactive poison would 
find its way into the milk supply in a 
m atter of hours. 
Yet the EPA neither sought out 
available weather forecasts nor warned 
farm ers in advance of the possible threat 
to their milk Two states. Connecticut 
and Massachusetts, reported the radia­ 
tion levels had reached the dangerous 
level and. on their own. ordered cows 
taken off outdoor grass and put on stored 


The EPA also neglected to notify the 
Nuclear Regulatory Commission that 
the Chinese fallout was on its way As a 
result. NRC mistakenly concluded that 
the radioactivity at the Peach Bottom 
Reactor has been caused by “airborne 
effluent from building vents." 
EPA also kept the public in the dark 
until October 5. a full week after it first 
learned of the impending fallout. The 
agency first found out about the extent of 
the radioactive contamination from Pen­ 
nsylvania state officials. Not until then 
did the EPA rush out a belated press 
release 
Ralph N ader’s watchdogs and Sen 
Edward Kennedy’s office were disturbed 
over the EPA ’s sluggish response to the 
first Chinese nuclear cloud They raised 
such a howl that EPA handled the second 
radioactive fallout far more carefully. 
Alerts were put out in plenty of time to 
lake the necessary precautions

What happens to our ex-presidents? 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - What are 
we now to do with Gerald Ford° Grover 
Cleveland once suggested that ex- 
presidents be taken to five-acre lots and 
shot. On reflection, however, he admit­ 
ted that five acres seems needlessly 
large, and. anyway, ex-presidents have 
s u f f e r e d 
e n o u g h 
Hence we remain baf­ 
fled by their presence 
Very often the na­ 
tion has been content 
to deposit form er ex­ 
ecutives on the rub­ 
bish pile of hissory. 
We have long had 
provisions to call our 
federal judges out of 
r e t i r e m e n t 
f o r 
e m e r g e n c y d u t y . ______ 
Generals stan"*. by for 
all of their lives. But 
as for, faded presi­ 
d e n t s . 
a s 
H a r r y 
Truman used to say, 
“ they are just allowed 
to starve." 
Trum an's rem ark was a figurative 
one, but not altogether. For most of 
America s history ex-presidents were 
not only turned out to pasture but literal­ 
ly left to go hungry if that be the case. 
With no pension or federal provision, for 
example. Tom Jefferson had to sell his 
library to Congress to eat — and even­ 
tually died $40,000 in debt John Adams 
also expired in genteel poverty, Ulysses 
Grant once had but $80 to his name, and 


Woodrow Wilson lived out his years on 
charity. 
The financial abuse ended with the 
departure of Truman, when a following 
Congress instituted the first arrange­ 
m ent for the economic security of 
former presidents. Indeed today this 
arrangement has become lavish, even 
excessive, to the point where the un­ 
elected Ford, in office only two years, 
will receive an annu al pension of 
$100,000, an annual staff stipend of 
$60.000, and $1 million in transition 
funds. 
And yet though Ford will be most com­ 
fortable in retirem ent — he is the only 
politician in America to profit so hand­ 
somely from W atergate — there is still 
the question of whether the nation can 
find further use for him. History does not 
offer much optimism. Herbert Hoover 
once remarked that the only thing for an 
ex-president to do is “ take pills and 
dedicate lib raries." We seldom en­ 
courage much more. 
There are exceptions. Hoover, for one, 
organized the Hoover Commission in 
r e t i r e m e n t , a nd r e d i r e c t e d the 
bureaucracy toward greater efficiency 
William Howard Taft became a Justice 
of the Supreme Court. Jefferson created 
the University of Virginia John Adams 
won nine term s in Congress. And John 
Tyler also went from the White House to 
Congress, albeit the Provisional 
Confederate Congress 
But such service has been rare for ex- 
presidents Perhaps because their op-

tions have been limited. The able Taft, 
for instance, wanted to return at the end 
of his term to the practice of law, but 
could not because he felt it improper to 
appear before federal judges he himself 
may have appointed. As for other fields, 
there have always been offers for retired 
chiefs, but as Calvin Coolidge used to ex­ 
plain. “ they don’t want me. they want to 
hire a former president." 


To be sure, as Hoover addl'd, “There 
are small pickings for form er presi­ 
dents. except for (inappropriate) cor­ 
porate connections The alternative is to 
become a columnist and crowd some 
worthy workman out of the press; to 
take soap or pill money from broad­ 
casting news comments. Any of these 
mean more or less exploitation of the 
presidency.” 


So it is that many ex-presidents have 
merely wasted away. And certainly the 
best example is Theodore Roosevelt. 
Only 50 upon leaving the White House, he 
tried and failed to exhaust his energies 
on such things as expeditions and 
writing. 


Jerry Ford in only 63, and nearly as 
robust as Roosevelt. It is said he does not 
need the stimulus of high power as have 
many of his predecessors, but it cannot 
be expected that his letdown from office 
— a euphoric office that came to him in 
an extraordinary way — will be easy. It 
is a hard thing for a large man when the 
phone goes quiet. 
Perhaps he should be given a seat as a 
senator-at-large. The idea has often been 
discussed regarding other ex-presidents. 
The alternative may be to let him 
atrophy, to become a curious Republican 
decoration, to watch him grow old in the 
Sunday supplem ents. That seem s a 
shame.

Death for 


Gilmore? 


In the m atter of Gary Mark Gilmore, 
we note the strange behavior, as so often 
is the case, of the American Civil Liber­ 
ties Union, which has entered the case in 
opposition to Gilm ore’s plea to the state 
of Utah to get on with its capital 
sentence. 


The reasoning of the 
ACLU is roughly as 
f o l l o w s : 
c a p i t a l 
punishm ent is evil. 
Therefore, if you can­ 
not persuade a state to 
r e p e a l its c a p i t a l 
punishment law. and if 
you cannot persuade 
the Supreme Court to 
declare such a law un­ 
constitutional: 
then 
use whatever devices 
you can to stand in the 
way of the execution 
of such a law. 
Never mind that the 
condemned man asks 
the state to proceed. 
All the man is doing is 
saying that he would rather be shot than 
live a lifetime in prison. His wish should 
not prevail, for the simple reason that an 
individual's opting for an end the state 
should never have authorized, does not 
have the effect of baptizing that end. If 
— let us say — a prisoner offered to per­ 
mit his hands to be amputated, preferr­ 
ing that punishment over a ten-year 
sentence for theft, the state ought not to 
comply with the prisoner’s choice. That 
which is barbaric rem ains so irrespec­ 
tive of an individual’s preferences. 


The logic, so far as it goes, is good. 
Although it is at odds with the 
overarching com m itm ent of the ACLU to 
the notion of sovereignty over one's own 
body. Let us examine one or two varia­ 
tions of the argument: 
1) Does an individual have the right to 
submit to sadistic treatm ent? To judge 
from the flotsam that silts up in the 
magazine racks, there is a considerable 
appetite for this sort of thing. Let us 
hypothesize an off-Broadway show, 
featuring an S/M production in which the 
heroine is flailed — real whips, real 
woman, real blood — for the delectation 
of the depraved. One assumes that the 
ACLU would defend the right of the 
producers to get on with it. trotting out 
the argument that no one has the right to 
interfere with the means by which others 
take their pleasure The opposing argu­ 
ment is that the community has the right 
first to define, then to suppress, 
depravity 
Moreover, the community 
legitimately concerns itself over the 
coarsening effect of depravity. 
2) Does the individual’s right over his 
own body extend to suicide? Most states 
h a v e 
l a w s 
a g a i n s t 
s u i c i d e , 
notwithstanding that of all unenforceable 
laws, this is probably the most con­ 
spicuously unenforceable. Still, the 
policeman who at great risk to himself 
succeeds in aborting a suicide by climb­ 
ing up to the window of the skyscraper 
from which the woman hovers, and grab­ 
bing her before she jumps, more often 
than not aborts an impulse permanently. 
The figures show that the inclination to 
suicide is more often than not per­ 
manently choked off, if only the suicide 
is prevented Moreover, the theological 
argument is profoundly relevant. That 
which is vouchsafed to the human being 
by providence, he must not dispossess 
himself of. It is the right to life. Gilmore 
has greatly confused m atters by at­ 
tempting suicide. Strangely, there are 
few voices heard saying that the prison 
authorities were wrong in using a 
stomach pump to revive Gilmore. No 
doubt the judiciary in Utah would have 
taken quiet satisfaction if Gilmore, by 
successfully ending his own life, had 
relieved the state of the necessity of cop­ 
ing with the difficult questions he has 
raised 
3» Assuming that there were no capital 
punishment, what would be the position 
of the ACLU toward a prisoner who. hav­ 
ing been sentenced to life in jail, 
presented himself before the authorities 
and asked for drugs sufficient to end his 
own life? Here the state would not be ex­ 
ecuting the prisoner, merely making 
available to the prisoner the means by 
which the prisoner could legislate an 
alternative for himself Or are there peo­ 
ple around who believe that the state 
should be permitted to prescribe the ex­ 
act nature of the punishment7 We saw 
that impulse work in Nuremburg when 
Herman Goering managed to swallow 
poison on the eve of his scheduled hang­ 
ing. There was general consternation, 
stomach pumps 
working overtim e, 
because it was desired that Goering un­ 
dergo the ritual of execution. 
The agruments are com plex, and 
Gilmore, perhaps inadvertently, has con­ 
fronted the community with them by his 
bizarre request. In theatrical terms, 
after ten years without capital punish­ 
ment, his request is something of a 
bridge between total abstinence, and 
systematic resumption of capital punish­ 
ment. Moreover, he has made it plain for 
all to see that capital punishment is cruel 
and unusual insofar as it is eccentrically 
meted out The state has the right to take 
life, when the right to live is forfeited. 
The torture is the result of indecision.
